Declaring their 6608 to Adbere and Acquieſce in the Proceeding of the P ARLLAMEN r 
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FEHTEE cannot but take notice with grief, That notwith- 


ſtanding the Declarations publiſhed and atteſted by ſeveral 
of us, wherein vre hve aſſerted to all the world , our 
Reſolutions to adhere conſtantly and faithfully to the 
PARLIAMENT of Enpland in their fulneſs and freedom, 
divers Ill-affe&ed perſons have endevoured to foment 
Diviſtons _ the Officers and Soldiers of this Army, 
by pretznding Deſignes to be in ſome of them to divide 
from England; W hich we are fo far from Intending , 
That we do hereby Engage to Acquieſce cheerfully in 
What the preſent Conncir or STarE, or the 
PARLIAMENT of England, or thoſe deriving Authority 
from them , or either of them , ſhall Determine, in order 


co a well grounded Peace and general oe of thele N a- T1ONsS; and to maintain 


the ſame ( as God ſhall enable us) with the hazard of our Lives and Eſtares againſt 21!
